CHICAGO, Feb. 3 (UP) —Sci- 
entists reported radio-active snow 
and dust in nine cities in the 
United States and Canada today 
as a result of four atomic test ex- 
plosions outside Las Vegas, Nev. 

Surprised residents of the scat- 
tered cities accepted the reports 
without concern after receiving 
prompt assurance there was not 
enough radio-activity to harm an- 
imals or persons. 

“Atomic snow” was reported in 
Rochester, N.Y., Cincinnati, O., 
Chicago, Schenectady, N.Y., and 
Upton, N.Y. Canadian scientists 
announced they had found “traces 
of radio-activity” in snowfalls in 
Ottawa, Ontario, Chalk River, On- 
tario, Quebec City, Quebec, and 
in Frederkton, New Brunswick. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Feb. 3 (UP) 
—Robert Conan, assistant chemis- 
try professor at Le Moyne: Col- 
lege said the radio-activity of 
snow has been known as far back 
as 1902.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, in a radio- 
television report to the American 
people, re-emphasized last night 
his belief that the United States 
must help western Europe to re- 


arm and, in doing so, took issue 
with arguments advanced by for- 
mer President Herbert Hoover 
and Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio. 
Calling on Americans to “seize 
the lead” in building across Eu- 
rope ‘‘a wall of security for the 
free world behind which free in- 
stitutions can live,” Eisenhower 
said no one could foresee when 
war would come, and declared his 
belief that: 
“First, the preservation of 
free America requires our par- 
ticipation in the defense of 
western Europe. 
“Second, success is attaina- 
ble. Given unity in spirit and 
action, the job can be done. 
“Third, while the transfer to 
Europe of American military 
units is essential, our major 
and special contribution should 
be in the field of munitions 
and equipment.” 
No Mention of Taft, Hoover. 
The commander of the North 
Atlantic defense forces did not 
mention Hoover and Taft by name. 

But where Taft had stated that | 
the United States should develop 
great air and sea power and 
“should not drift” into the com- 
mitment of a land army to Eu- 
rope, Gen. Eisenhower declared: 

“We can all understand that 

America must be strong in air and 
sea power. . . . But this alone is 
not enough. Our ships will not 
long sail the seas, nor our planes 
fly the world airways, if we stand 
aside in fancied security while an 
imperialism sweeps 
over areas of the earth with which | 
our own future is inseparably | 
linked.”’

CHICAGO, Feb. 3 (AP) — The

demic among North Korean 
troops. 

China developed a basic typhus 
vaccine some 16 years ago by 
methods since outdated by Amer- 
ican technology. American of- 
ficers doubt whether Chinese 
technology was able during the 
long war with Japan or since to 
perfect modern techniques. 

The Chinese method was crude. 
They gathered a quantity of body 
lice, fed them on typhus patients 
and then they hired beggars to 
play host to the typhus-carrying 
lice. The typhus-infected lice thus 
accumulated were crushed into a 
paste and made into a vaccine. 

The American technique is to 
grow the _ rikettsia organism, 
which causes typhus, on an egg 
culture. One medical authority 
that this technique 
would produce more vaccine from 
one egg at a time than the Chi-

DESOTO HOTEL SOLD: 
PRICE IS $1,250,000 


Cincinnati Buyers Assume 
$480,000 Mortgage Held by 
Insurance Firm. 


The 15-story De Soto Hotel, 
Eleventh and Locust streets, was 
sold for $1,250,000 to a Cincinnati 
group yesterday by Maxwell Ab- 
bell of Chicago, owner since 1946. 

The buyers, a group headed by 
Albert Harris, a Cincinnati hotel 
man, and his son, Irving, took 
over all the stock of the hotel 
firm and assumed a $480,000 first 
mortgage held by General Ameri- 
can Life Insurance Co. 

A. L. Watson, St. Louis real 
estate man, who with R. Vernon 
Clark represented Abbell, said 
the difference between the sell- 
ing price and the mortgage, about 
$770,000, was paid in cash. 

Abbell had bought the hotel 
from General American for 
$1,000,000, paying $350,000 cash 
and giving a 15-year, 4 per cent 
deed of trust for the balance. The 
deed of trust had since been re- 
duced to $480,000. Sol Rich, a 
Chicago wholesale egg and poul- 
try dealer, had participated with 
Abell in the purchase from Gen- 
eral American, but Abbell later 
bought Rich’s interest. 

The Harrises announced they 
would take possession at once, but 
that no change in management 
was contemplated. Ray McGrath 
is manager. 

The structure, with 276 rooms 
and a banquet and ballroom, was 
built in 1924 as the City Club 
Building. It later became the 
Missouri Hotel. General Ameri- 
can had acquired it in 1933 with 
other assets of the old Missouri 
State Life Insurance Co. 


FATAL BLAST IN HOME LAID

Services to Halt if No More 
Money Is Provided When 
Allotment Runs Out. 


St. Louis County Hospital, 
whose opefating funds have been 
curtailed drastically in the cur- 
rent county budget, will continue 
to operate at its present level of 
services until the funds run out 
and then close if no more funds 
become available, it was decided | 
yesterday. 

The St. Louis County Council 
approved this plan in a resolution 
at its meeting yesterday after Dr. 
Curtis Lohr, hospital superintend- 
ent, said that curtailment of serv- 
ices in keeping with the budget 
would mean loss of approval by 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion. This, he said, would result 
in loss of the hospital’s interns. 

Estimating the hospital’s needs 
at $900,000 a year, Dr. Lohr ex- 
pressed the opinion it could oper- 
ate at the present level on its cur- 
rent allotment of $569,809 until | 
about July 1. The decision to | 


continue at the present rate was. 
concurred in by the executive 
committee of the hospital’s visit- 
ing staff and by the County 
Health and Hospital Advisory 
Board. 

Hospital Tax Rise Urged. 

Dr. Lohr expressed the hope 
the State Legislature would in- 
crease the hospital tax from 12 
to 20 cents or grant the county 
the right to levy a two-cent tax 
on each package of cigarettes 
sold. In the past, the hospital 
tax has been supplemented with 
general revenue funds but the 
balanced budget required by the 
new charter has ended this prac- 
tice. 

Supervisor Luman F. Matthews 
announced the appointment of a 
committee to confer with St. 
Louis officials on formation of 
an agency to deal with common 
sewer problems and said he had 
asked Mayor Joseph M. Darst to 
set a date for a meeting with city 
officials. 


Matthews also told the council | 


he had advertised for bids on 
Feb. 16 for a photo-copying ma- 
chine for the Recorder of Deeds 
office. He estimated the machine 
would save about $40,000 annual- 
ly in salaries of 30 to 40 extra 
employes who copy deeds by 
longhand into permanent record 
books.

what the White House says it is: an intolerable 
obstruction to civilian and military production 
which “is direetly injuring our national 
security.” 


_ The switchmen are dissatisfied with an agree- 
ment signed by their duly authorized national 
leaders to end the previous strike in December. 
Assume that their dissatisfaction is justified. 
Still a strike which cripples the nation at such 
an hour is not justified. 


The switchmen are galled by the fact that 
they do not receive overtime pay after 40 hours, 
as most workers in industry and many railroad 
workers do. Assume their sense of discrimina- 
tion is justified. Still a walkout now, wildcat or 
otherwise, is not justified. 


Whether or not the switchmen’s national 
union leaders are guilty of bad faith, as the 
White House declares, it is clear that every 
switchman individually and all of them collec- 
tively have one primary and inescapable obliga- 
tion. That is to get the railroads into full oper- 
ation without delay. 

Individually and collectively, they must know 
that they cannot “win” this strike. The Govern- 
ment is operating the railroads, and the Govern- 
ment can break the strike if necessary. The 
courts can and no doubt will punish the union 
if necessary. Public opinion condemns a walk- 
out which is hurting the nation, hurting the 
armed forces, hurting the switchmen themselves 
—hurting everybody except the railroad man- 
agements against whom it is directed. 

This strike can be ended any time the 
switchmen decide that they cannot afford to 
strangle their country in a period of national 
emergency. 

We hope every switchman will make that de- 
cision forthwith—for his own good as well as 
the nation’s. 
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New Talmadge Ruse 

Talmadgeites are resorting to a shabby ruse in 
Georgia in their efforts to avoid complying with 
what the Constitution says about segregation in 
the schools. ee 

They have introduced a constitutional amend- 
ment in the Legislature at Atlanta which would 
empower the state to turn its secondary schools, 
colleges and universities over to private individ- 
uals to operate. 

Obviously Georgia is not going to give away 
its institutions. If it carried out the amend- 
ment, it would only be pretending to transfer 
the schools, with the sole intention of placing 
them where the Constitution could not reach 
them. — 

It is the sort of transparent dodge which was 
used in South Carolina, Arkansas, Alabama, 
Georgia and other states in an attempt to avoid 
complying with the Supreme Court’s decision 
opening party primaries to Negro voters. 

The white-primary ruses were struck down by 
the courts, and we have no doubt .the hare- 
brained amendment of the Talmadgeites affect- 
ing the schools would meet a similar fate. But 
it is not edifying to witness these resorts of des- 
peration taken in a last wild bid to evade the 
basic law. 
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A Lawyer Warns the Bar 


The legal profession is a monopoly and a 
closed corporation. As it operates now, the bar 
does not provide legal service for 65 per cent of 
the American people. If the bar does not get 
busy and give the people what they want in the 
way of legal aid, the people will turn elsewhere. 
The English legal aid plan represents an effort 
on the part of a government to meet the legal 
needs of people who could not get legal services. 
The American people will not be put off 
indefinitely. 

Who raises this horrible spectre of socialized 
law? Unless we are sadly misinformed, all 
these astonishing statements fell from the lips 
of the president of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, Cody Fowler of Tampa, at the annual din- 
ner of the Bar Association of St. Louis. Mr. 
Fowler spoke these sentiments, not because he 
wants the Federal Government to go into the 
business of providing legal service, but as part 
of his national campaign to wake up the bar to 
its major shortcoming. 

Fortunately, as the local president, Russell H. 
Doerner, was able to point out to Mr. Fowler, 
the St. Louis bar is already at work on a legal 
aid program. But by and large not even the 
surface has been scratched. If the bar nation- 
ally does not respond to the alert sounded by 
its president, the lawyers will soon find them- 
selves embattled as the the physicians are today. 
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Taxes Can Be Economical 
Although it may be June or later before Con- 
gress takes final action on the President's re- 
quest for additional taxes, it seems probable 
that Mr. Truman may get the additional 10- 
billion-dollar increase which he regards as a 
first step toward a balanced budget. At least, 
Senator Byrd of Virginia, who never took a tax 

dollar lightly, virtually concedes as much. 
There is likely to be more trouble about the 


further request for possibly as much as another < 


seven billions which the President indicated he 
would make later. The amount will be needed 
to balance the proposed budget of more than 71 
billions, since, even with the 10 billion increase, 
contemplated revenues would run to only about 
64 billions. 

A good many members of Congress, of course, 
hope that it will be possible to reduce the budget 
sufficiently to have it covered without the sec- 
ond tax hike. Mr. Truman continues to argue 
that the budget is sound. Still, there are cer- 
tain items—for example, for the National Park 
Service, the Army Engineers and other agencies 
—which do not seem absolutely essential and 
urgent in the face of the defense crisis. 

Mr. Truman, of course, is quite right in stress- 
ing the importance of a balanced budget even if 
it means taxes higher than the highest paid dur- 
ing World War II. There is considerably less 
justification now than there was, say, in 1945 
for incurring a deficit. There is no telling how 
long the current international tension may con- 
tinue. We may face a quarter-century of rigor- 
ous defense demands. If so, it is obvious that 
the nation must be on a pay-as-yéu-go basis to 
avoid serious fiscal consequences. 

Almost more important than the primary 
function of taxation in paying the bills is its 


secondary function as a curb on inflation. Price 
and wage controls play their part, but there is 
nothing like taxation for cutting back purchasing 
power. The dollar that goes to the Treasury 
cannot go to market to bid up prices. 

Thus, the nation is bound to be better off with 
high taxes and stable prices than it would be 
with low taxes and runaway prices. 


If members of Congress will keep this in 
mind, it may help them to overcome their nat- 
ural reluctance to boost taxes. Nobody likes 
high taxes, but there comes a time when they 
are truly economical. And that time is here. 
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An Outrage Grows 
The truckling of the Washington (D.C.) pub-

We learn from The St. Louis Argus that Pearl 
Buck, winner of Nobel and Pulitzer prizes as a 
novelist, has been banned from speaking at the 
commencement program of the Cardozo High 
School in Washington next Tuesday. The dis- 
patch in The Argus says that Superintendent 
Corning explained that “Mrs. Buck’s engage- 
ment was canceled because her record was ‘not 
clear’ with the House Un-American Activities 
Committee.” 


Mrs. Buck dismisses this as a “trumped up 
excuse.” The real reason for barring her, so she 
says, is “because she has taken an unequivocal 
stand against racial discrimination.” A _ policy 
of racial prejudice in our national capital, in 
Mrs. Buck's opinion, has “done the cause of 
American democracy throughout the world un- 
teld damage.” As for her views, the noted 
novelist says flativ: “I shall not change my posi- 
tion as long as I live.” 


It is hard to believe that a reign of fear so 
tight as this actually covers the capital of the 
United States. It is hard to believe that the 
head of a public school system will so lower 
himself as to “submit” names of prospective 
speakers for “clearance.” It is hard to believe 
that this can be routine procedure where the 
President, Congress and the Supreme Court all 
are on duty for the people of the United States. 

Who is responsible for this craven situation? 
Who has established this one headline-seéking 
committee as the authority to monitor the patri- 
otism of’ everyone else? What a mockery this 
makes of the Voice of America’s brave effort 
to tell the world about the advantages of de- 
mocracy over dictatorship! 
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Of Necklines and Horror 


We wish the Federal Communications Com- 
mission well in its promised investigation of bad 
taste in television programs, for there are a few 
things many people would like to investigate, 
Ziven time and the permission of Congress. 

Necklines, yes. It would be fun to determine 
just how many centimeters below what a tele- 
vision actress’s neckline should go, providing 
the actress holds still for that. Or off-color 
jokes. Viewed through a spectroscope, what 
color would a joke be not to be off color? Some- 
where left of purple, anyhow, : 

But if the FCC maintains scientific detach- 
ment in these matters, it: fates sheer murder 
when it investigates the horror programs. This 
is the old penny dreadful come to the newest 
communications medium, and a Los Angeles 
women’s group logged 91 television murders in 
one week. By now the television audience is at 
least as tough as Kerry Drake. 

The most horrible thing about horror pro- 
grams is the dreary, repetitive insistence that 
they are the way to attract an audience, if noth- 
ing else comes to mind. The FCC may find that 
such lack of imagination, on close inspection, is 
lower than anybody's neckline and more color- 
less than an off-color joke. 
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Growing German Headache 

One of Germany’s worst postwar headaches 
takes a more severe form with the news that 
the Association of the Homeless in West Ger- 
many is preparing to reorganize as a national 
political party. There are about 10,000,000 
of these “homeless” in the British and Amer- 
ican zones with another 2,000,000 in the Rus- 
sian zone. And in the words of Frederick J. 
Libby of the National Council for the Preven- 
tion of War, they “are potentially a neo-Hitler 
movement, waiting for their Fuehrer.” 


These people should not be confused with 
the displaced ‘persons for whom the Western 
World has shown a considerable measure of 
solicitude. Instead, they are refugees from 
East Prussia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary 
and other Eastern European countries who, 
under the Potsdam Agreement, were expelled 
from homes which they and their ancestors had 
occupied for centuries. Their offense was that 
they were of German stock. So, they were re- 
garded as an exclusively German problem. No 
provision of any sort was made for them by 
the International Refugee Organization. 

But they were hardly welcomed in a trun- 
cated, war-battered Germany, hard pressed to 
care for its own. They found shelter in cellars 
under the ruins, in abandoned air raid shelters 
and, gradually, in reconverted barracks and 
camps. Whether seeking food, housing or jobs, 
these people were likely to see their names set 
at the bottom of the list. 


So it became inevitable that the “homeless” 
should carry their grievances into the political 
field. Last autumn, they won their first elec- 
toral successes in Hesse, Wuerttemberg-Baden 
and Bavaria. Now they are organizing for 
nationwide campaigns. 

More than any other Germans, they are in- 
clined to support rearmament. But in doing 
so, they dream of the recovery of their “lost 
provinces.” Since many of them originally 
were well-to-do farmers, merchants § and 
businessmen, they would like to “go home 
again.” In his New Year's Day radio message, 
President Heuss sympathized with this desire, 
but warned them against a “way back lined with 
soldiers’ graves.” 

It is this factor, quite aside from humanitarian 
considerations, which makes these refugees an 
international problem. Perhaps the men of 
Potsdam should have given more thought to 
such long festering sores as that caused in 
Greece by refugees from Asia Minor before cre- 
ating a much more serious risk in central 
Europe. Their decision, however, cannot be un- 
done. Nor are all of the refugees potential 
trouble-makers. 

The alleviation of their plight, however, 
ought to be given a high priority on any plan 
for preserving the stability of Western Germany,

Those Missourians who have the best 
interests of their State University at heart 
will watch with interest the actions of the 
new Board of Curators, 


Gov. Smith recently appointed three new 
members to the board, with such veteran 
members as Frank C. Mann of Springfield 
and Allen McReynolds of Carthage retir- 
ing after long service to the State Uni- 
versity. 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, in a recent 
editorial, hints that it fears the Governor's 
new appointees may be getting ready to 
reverse a board decision of last November 
to place a new four-year medical school 
in Columbia, and to put it instead at Kan- 
sas City. 


The Post-Dispatch also fears that the re- 
cent untimely death of Board President 
Roscoe Anderson, “who ably and cour- 
ageously devoted much of his time to work- 
ing for the Columbia site,” could make it 
easier for a switch to Kansas City. 

The Salem News believés, as does Sa- 
lem’s own board member, former Con- 
gressman W. P. Elmer, that the central 
location would best serve the interests of 
the entire state. 


Actually, the question is more of an 
academic one at present, since so far no 
funds have been made available for estab- 
lishment of such a four-year school. It 
will take millions of dollars of state money 
to establish a qualified four-year medical 
school. 


The securing of such an appropriation 
will be difficult at best. But when and if 
such an appropriation is made, the school 
should be established at Columbia, site of 
the main campus of the University of 
Missouri. | 


For not only is Columbia a central loca- 
tion. Also there is the famed Ellis Fischel 
Cancer Hospital. Also there is a nurses 
training school. And already there is a 
two-year medical school set-up. 


What is the sense in splitting up these 
vitally-connected state institutions? 


Missouri newspapers wonder if new State University curators 
named by Gov. Smith will change decision to put four-year medi- 
cal school at Columbia; one urges board to resist attempt to locate 
school in Kansas City; other says dispute. is costing too much time. 


From the Hannibal Courier-Post 


The lines are being set for another bat- 
tle in the Missouri General Assembly over 
location of University of Missouri’s med- 
ical school. The issue has for years de- 
layed Missouri's having a four-year College 
of Medicine. 


Last year the Board of Curators met 
the issue and decided to ask the Legis- 
lature for appropriations to start build- 
ing the school on the university campus 
at Columbia. The board divided 7 to 2, 
the minority favoring location of the last 
two years of the medical college in Kan- 
sas City. 


Now, there has been {ntroduced in the 
house at Jefferson City, a bill which 
would provide for following the Kansas 
City plan. Forty-six members affixed 
their names to the bill introduced by 


Kansas City’s Floyd L. Snyder. Seventy-. 


eight votes are required to pass a measure. 
Representative Snyder said he planned to 
ask appointment of a committee to inves- 
tigate facilities at Kansas City. 


Since the board approved the Columbia 
site by a 7-2 vote, three new members 
have been appointed and another has 
died. No indication has been given by 
the new appointees as to their stand on 
the medical school site. 


Roscoe Anderson, St. Louis lawyer who 
was president of the board, died suddenly 
a few days ago. He was a supporter of 
keeping the entire medical school at Co- 
lumbia. Considerable importance has been 
attached to who will succeed him, some 
newspapers suggesting that the site de- 
cision may hinge upon this appointee. 


There is general agreement that there 
should be action on the program for a full 
Medical School. Too much time has been 
lost already because of the controversy 
over location. 


It was believed last year when the cura- 
tors acted with more than two-third ma- 
jority speaking for the adopted plan, that 
the issue was settled. Now it seems to 
have flared again with possibility of fur- 
ther delays.

Those who read Ruth Park's first novel, — 
“Harp in the South,” will remember its 
striking mixture of poverty and poetic 
imagination, humor and squalor. “121% 
Plymouth Street” is a continuation of the 
same story—the same slum area in Syd- 
ney, Australia, the same family of Darcys . 
with their Irish quickness of tongue, their 
love' of a drink or a fight, their ineradi- 
cable emotionalism. Only now the center 
of the story has shifted from Roie to her 
younger sister Dolour, around whom crowd 
the members of her family—Mumma who 
fumbles and rummages her way through .

The Ordeal of the “‘Leper”’ 


MIRACLE AT CARVILLE, by Betty Martin, edited by 
Evelyn Wells. (Doubleday & Co., Inc., Garden City, 
New York, 302 pgs., $3.00.) 

This is the story of a woman who was 
stricken with leprosy at 19 and though 
true it has elements of crisis which make 
it seem as unlikely and as fascinating as 
melodrama. Betty Martin, a New Orleans 
belie, was at a family Christmas party 
with her new fiance when her uncle re- 
vealed that she had leprosy. The word 
struck such terror and despair in her 
family as it has aroused since Biblical 
times. Their terror was justified less by 
the disease, which is virtually non- 
contagious, than by the treatment ac- 
corded its victims. Persons with Hansen’s 
disease (as they wish it to be called) are 
even now forced to enter the Marine Hos- 
pital at Carville and, while there, are de- 
prived of their right to vote. In 1927, 
when Betty Martin entered, they were 
treated like criminals. Most of the pa- 
tients, including the author, concealed. 
their identities—many had to return to 
Carville even after a cure because society 
had no place for “lepers.” 

This book is part of an effort by the 
victims of the disease to combat such un- 
reasonable prejudice by extending knowl- 
edge of it. A newspaper published a the 
patients has asked that the name of the 
disease be changed officially from leprosy 
to Hansen's disease, that isolation not be 
enforced, that living quarters for married 
couples be provided, and that the patients 
be rehabilitated when cured. Hansen's di- 
sease is now often cured by a sulfa drug 
and was never so contagious as to warrant 
the forcible confinement of its victims.

PERMITS DOUBLE

Building permits were issued 
by the city last month for con- 
struction valued at $4,620,000, 
more than twice the amount au- 
thorized in January last year, it 
was reported today by William 
Dale, statistician in the building 
commissioner’s office. The figure 
for January 1950 was $2,013,000.

Playing Canasta to Win

HEN the opponents have the 
W advantage, you should play to 

go out if you can; and in 
all such cases it is quite im- 
portant to stay as close to going 
out as you possibly can. Some- 
times you will go so far as to take 
a loss deliberately: 

Suppose you have this hand:

Both sides have melded; both 
sides have canastas. Small packs 
have fallen to both sides, back 
and forth, and the score is fairly 
even. The pack now is not frozen. 

You have just drawn; your 
hand, before drawing, was only 
four cards. Your partner has 
eight cards, and the opponents 
have nine and eight, respectively. 

Now, you want to go out be- 
cause your side is at a disadvan- 
tage—the opponents have more 
cards than you have, and stand 
to outmeld you, and to have a 
better chance at the pack as the 


game goes on, And you are 
within one draw of going out. A 
Queen, a wild card, or anything 
that matches one of your melds, 
will do it. 

But, unfortunately, the oppo- 
nents have melded Queens. tens, 
and fives—that, in fact, is the 
reason you have those cards. You 
weren't able to discard them with- 
out giving up the pack. 

Now you face a dilemma. You 
can give up the pack; or you cen 
freeze the pack, and give yourself 
four safe discards, but reduce | 
your chance for a quick out. 

Usually—that is. unless the 
pack is so big that the thought of 
losing it is unbearable—you let 
the pack go and save the wild 
card. It may cost you a few hun- 
dred points now, but the quicker 
out is likely to save you even 
more points later. 

Question: Our game was inter- 
rupted at the conclusion of play 
of a hand, but before either side 
had reached 5000 points. One 
side led the other by approxi- 
mately 1000 points. How should 
the game be scored? 

Answer: The side that is ahead 
should receive the net difference 
in the scores. Since there is no 
bonus for winning the game, any- 
way, there is no addition to the 
points of the side that is in the 
lead.

HYDE PARK. 
OME people here in_ the 
United States do not feel that 
we should have gone against 
India’s advice and branded Com- 
munist China an aggressor: To 
me it seemed to be the right and 
inevitable thing to do. Now, how- 
ever, what happens from here on 
seems much more important. 

I read that the President of 
the General Assembly would like 
the representatives of Canada 
and India to form a new con- 
ciliation commission. But, having 
branded Communist China an ag- 
gressor it is evident that we can- 
not accept her as a member of 
the United Nations. And she has 
said from the beginning’ she 
would not treat with any of us 
until she was seated in the U.N.

THERE ARE SOME members 
in our Congress who, from the 
beginning, have felt that Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
should have been’ given more 
military help, and that even now 
he should be given arms and sup- 
plies. They argue that we should 
encourage him to go to war with 
the present Communist Chinese 
Government. This would mean, 
of course, a continuation of civil 
war in China. 

This hardly would be the so- 
lution even though undoubtedly 
there are some people in China 
who are already dissatisfied with 
the Communist regime or who 
never did sympathize with it. But 
they may or may not be back of 
Generalissimo Chiang as the fu- 
ture leader of the nation. 

If we, in the United States, 


take, the responsibility of encour- 
aging any faction we will be 
headed toward participation in 
war in China. It is true that we 
all know that Red China is domi- 
nated by the Soviet Union and 
that Russia is giving the orders 
there as it gives them in all of 
the satellite countries, but China 
will be a big pill for the Reds to 
digest.

MANY PEOPLE tell us that 
when all is -said and done, our 
main objective is to fight Commu- 
nism and, therefore, we should 
accept any allies. I think, how- 
ever, that one can only embrace 
that philosophy if one believes 
that Communism can be con- 
quered by military strength alone. 

Military strength is only part of 
the effort that must be put forth 
if we are really to win in the 
struggle against Communism. In 
that case it is vastly important 
what allies we have. 

*I believe we should leave it to 
the peoples of Asia, who are quite 
as aware as we are of the stir- 
rings for freedom in the hearts of 
the people there. They also are 
aware of the advantage taken of 
them by the Communists. They 
recognize Communist infiltration 
and the manipulation of some of 
their leaders. 

The leaders of other Asiatic na- 
tions who have not allowed them- 
selves to be dominated by. the 
Kremlin will know better than we 
will how to meet this particular 
difficulty. They will know better 
than we will how to help China 
to become one nation and how to 
help Korea to become a free 
nition.
